REMARKS 

On page 2 of the Office Action, the Examiner issues a 
Restriction Requirement under 35 U.S.C. § 121 to one of the 
inventions of the following groups: 

Group I - Claims 1-32, 37-67 and 72, drawn to an 

aminoglycoside prodrug; and 
Group II - Claims 73-100 and 105, drawn to an 
prodrug selected from a nucleoside, 
rhinovirus capsid-binding compound, 
antisense oligonucleotide, peptide, an 
inhibitor of HIVRT, an inhibitor of 
influenza neuraminidase, amphotericin 
P, an azole and an aspartic proteinase. 
Specifically, the Examiner contends that restriction is 
proper because the inventions of Groups I -II do not relate to a 
single inventive concept, i.e., they lack the same or similar 
technical feature. 

Accordingly, Applicants hereby elect the invention of 
Group I, i.e., Claims 1-32, 37-67 and 72 without traverse. 

Non-elected Claims 73-100 and 105 are hereby cancelled 
without prejudice to the filing of a Divisional Application 
thereon . 

In addition, on page 2 of the Office Action, the Examiner 
issues an Election of Species Requirement, as to species:
